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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 

Applicant's submission filed on 08/03/2010 has been entered. 

2. Claims 96-97 and 99-107 are pending in the instant application 
Claims 1-95 and 98 have been canceled previously. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.312.

5. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon reconsideration of and in agreement with applicant's arguments, filed 07/30/2010, 
that Kwon was not prior art against this invention in that the relevant teachings of Kwon (i.e. 

"ligation of T cells with anti-CD3 antibodies and anti-CD28 antibodies induce an HIV resistant 

state") was not disclosed in USSN 08/409,851 filed 1995, but was first presented in USSN 

09/007,097, filed 01/14/1998; 

the previous prior art rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

June et al. (WO 95/33823) in view of Chang et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,129,916), Levine et al. 

(International Immunology 7: 891-904, 1995), Kwon et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,569,997) and 

Allaway et al. (US 2004/0086528 Al) has been withdrawn. 

The prior neither suggests not teaches "ligation of T cells with anti-CD3 antibodies and anti- 
CD28 antibodies induce an HIV resistant state" and measuring the level of CCR5 RNA or 
protein expression in T cells contacted with anti-CD3 antibodies and anti-CD28 antibodies 
encompassed by the claimed methods. 



Accordingly the instant claims are deemed allowable.
